We 
regret  their  leaving,  but  we  wish  happiness  and 
health  in  retirement  to  Mr.  Frank  Coen  and  to  Mr. 
Sumner  Tapper. 


MR.  SUMNER  TAPPER 


Mr.  Frank  Coen  taught  at  Stoughton  High  School  for  30  years, 
coming  herefrom  the  Boston  School  System.  He  served  with  the 
U.S.  Armv  in  World  War  II,  and  as  a  sergeant  participated  in  the  D- 
Day  landing.  A  graduate  of  Boston  College,  at  SHS  he  has  been  an 
English  instructor.  Coordinator  of  English,  and  advisor  to  the 
Crusader,  the  school  newspaper. 

He  headed  the  English  Dept.  during  a  period  of  most  rapid 
growth,  serving  the  needs  of  nearly-2000  students.  During  this 
time,  he  was  responsible  for  introducing  three  major  programs 
which  we  now  take  for  granted:  the  elective  system,  in  which 
Jtudents  are  allowed  to  select  courses  of  their  choosing;  the  Hu- 
nanities  program,  combining  English  and  Social  Studies  courses- 
ind  the  Intramural  Writing  Competition.  He  also  sponsored  sev- 
;ral  Book  Fairs. 

His  newspaper  was  commended  for  a  special  issue  which  was 
)roduced  following  the  assasination  of  President  John  F.  Ken- 
ledy. 

Mr.  Tapper  taught  at  Stoughton  High  for  26  years.  A  graduate 
.f  Bates  College,  he  was  with  Army  Ordnance,  Security  and  In- 
elligence.  during  World  War  II.  After  working  in  private  industry 
or  17  years,  he  left  a  position  as  top  executive  in  his  company  and 


went  into  teaching.  At  Stoughton.  he  has  been  an  English  in- 
structor, a  director  of  drama,  and  advisor  to  several  school  pub- 
lications. *^ 

He  has  introduced  and  coordinated  many  programs  including  the 
Intramural  Writing  Competition  and  Homecoming.  He  introduced 
several  new  courses  to  the  curriculum  including  Bible  as  Lit- 
erature, Protest  and  Dissent.  Journalism,  and  Writing  Seminar 

He  was  named  teacher  of  the  year  by  the  Norfolk  County  Teach- 
ers Assn.  and  was  nominated  for  national  Journalism  Teacher  of 
the  Year.
